The Church's position on 
birth contro] was the subject of more 
letters from the Laymen’s Association 
than any other subject, the report dis- 
closed. In the 200 daily and weekly 
newspapers of Georgia there was little 
objectionable reference to the troubles 
in Mexico, Italy or Spain and much 
sympathetic editorial comment, Mr. 
Reid said. The report expressed the 
opinion that the newspapers of 
Georgia, where Catholics are one to 
every 150 in the total population, are 
much fairer to Catholics than the 
magazines of the country, where 
Catholics number one in every six 
persons.
